Bee STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

To the inhabitants of the Town of Chester qualified to vote in town 
affairs : ‘ 
YOU are hereby notified to meet at the ‘Town Hall, in said 

town, on the second ‘Tuesday of March next at ten of the clock in 

the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ArTICLE I. ‘To choose all necessary town officers and agents 
for the year ensuing.’ 

ARTICLE IJ. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the support of schools ; for the maintenance of the poor ; 
for the laying out and repairing highways, and building and 
repairing bridges ; for paying the town_debts and detraying 
interest thereon ; and for other necessary charges arising in 
said town. 

ArvicLE III. ‘To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ArtTIcLE IV. To see if the town will vote to build a new 
town hall. 

ArticLE V. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money in addition to that required by law 
to purchase books for the Free Public Library. 


ArticLE VI. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for salary of librarian and defray 
running expenses of the library. 
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ARTICLE VII. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the decoration of soldiers’ graves. 
ArticLE VIII. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for a water supply in the village in 
addition to that left by Jonathan Pressey.

REPORT OF FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The number of catalogued books in the library is 1219, 
exclusive of 50 paper covered books, for which there is an occa- 
sional call. During the year 1896 the total number of books 
taken out was 4800. ‘The largest number withdrawn in one day 
was 92; the smallest number 18; average number 47. The 
number of families using the library in 1896 was 165. About 80 
per cent. of the books read were books of fiction.

A number of our citizens have said that the librarian ought 
to have a stated salary, and a larger one than she has hitherto 
received. With this sentiment the trustees heartily concur. The 
librarian has not only cared faithfully for the books of the library, 


but has had the entire care of the room. We hope that some ac- 
29

tion will be taken at town meeting in the way of appropriating a 
definite sum to cover the librarian’s salary, and the running 
expenses of the library, so that the appropriation for the purchase 
of books may be used entirely for the purpose for which it is 
intended. By the way the library is patronized it is evident that 
it is believed to be a good investment, and we are confident that 
it will be generously supported. : 


A new catalogue has been prepared, and will soon be ready 
for distribution. Part of the expense for the same has been met 
by advertisements, and it is thought that a nomina charge of ten 
cents per copy will make up the balance needed to pay the 
printer. 

An entertainment given by the school children brought the 
sum of $44.56 into the treasury, and this has made it possible to 
meet all extra charges caused by the rebinding of a large number 
of old books and periodicals which are of great value, and for 
which there is a constant call. 


The Ladies’ Library Association very generously presented 
their collection of 900 volumes to the free library, and now we 
have on-hand a fund of reading material that no country town 
need be ashamed of. ‘The library is housed in a comfortable and 
neat building, which not only is convenient so far as location is 
concerned, but which will answer the purpose of a library building 
for years to come. In March 1896 the town appropriated 
$475.00 to purchase and repair the building known as the ‘Dear- 
born Shop” for the purposes of the library. ‘The amount required 
for this object was $428.64, the balance of the appropriation, 
$46.36 being uncalled for. The library books have been insured 
for $300, and the building for $350.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


The schools have all been under the instruction of earnest, 
faithful teachers ; most of whom have had excellent reasons 
for considering their work very successful. 


It has been very interesting to visit different schools and 
notice the variety in manners and ways of working which has 
been exhibited by the ten different teachers employed in town 
the past year; each one animated by peculiar views and 
inspiring the children with more or less of her own character. 


While teachers have been carrying out original ideas, or 
teaching in accustomed ways, they have all seemed alert to 
consider new ones, if not in all cases thinking best to adopt 
them. 

Miss Hazelton’s school led in punctuality of attendance 
the last term, and the number of parents present examination 
day. 

Dunglison’s Physiology has been introduced, and in most 
of the schools, the Vertical System ot Writing has also been 
adopted, not because it is new, but because it appears to be 
plainer for a child to learn, and easier to read than the old 
way was, besides taking less room on paper. A reason of still 
more importance is that the child must take a good upright 
position while practicing, instead of leaning over the desk, 
almost lying down on his book, as some were inclined to do, 


practicing the old copies. 
33 
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It has been well said that the price of a good school is 
thought, effort and money. One cannot expect to hit any 
mark without taking good aim. ‘Teachers cannot do their 
best class work without preparation for it, and preparation 
involves a good deal of thought and looking up of various 
things in the course of a term. 


They also need especially to feel fresh for the starting of 
school work, not only at the beginning of the term, but every 
morning from the first day to the last. 


The same rule holds good for children. To see that 
children are able to do well each and every day is the parent’s 
part in the work of helping to make a good school. If any ~ 
of them think their children can be irregular in attendance or 
careless in deportment, and yet keep pace with their class- 
mates of about the same natural ability, let them visit the 
schools and see for themselves. 


It does make a difference who is behind a child at home. 
In several instances teachers have spoken of the help they 
had from parents. : 


How it braces up a teacher for her morning’s work to see 
every child on hand a little before nine o’clock. 


If a stormy day comes and aman sees fit to harness his 
horse and take his children to school, or pay a five cent fare 
on the electric road, could the time or money be better in- 
vested ? 


Is it not a general rule that a man with an education is 
happier than he could be without it? Is he not less liable to 
seek enjoyment in vicious indulgences? If these things are 
true, and parents want their children to be good, useful men 
and women, is not the school room the place, aside from home, 
where most of the training must be done? 
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If it is, does it not pay to make an effort to have all there 
promptly every day in the term ? 
Has any one ever thought how large a proportion of the 
boys in our schools bid fair to grow into “men to make a 
state??? Will they all reach that high standard, or are there 
some of the opposite character? If there are, where does in- 
dividual responsibility come in to help make the most and 
best of the material we have in our hands? 
Every person in town has some influence which is all the 
time helping society up or down, and everything we do to en- 
courage the formation of correct habits in boys and girls is . 
so much done for the good of this and all succeeding genera- e 
tions.
